removed, otherwise the havoc would 
have been much greater.

the plant was little damaged and the 
shock felt iii Ishpeming was hardly 
perceptible.

* Immediately on the reverberations 
of the explosion the men employed in 
the ut lier buildings poured out into 
the open air to learn what part of the 
plant had teen blown up.
